Upon 
the same day, at your request only, 
on the assumption that you were in 
possession of facts not presented to 
the board, I granted a respite until 
October 16, especially requesting that 
the Swedish Minister personally inves- 
tigate the case and appear before the 
board. Under gate of October 1 you 
advised me thak your only reason for 
interceding was the request of the 
representative of a foreign govern- 
ment. October 16 at a reguiar meet- 
ing of the board an open hearing was 
had in further consideration of the 
case, Hillstrom’s attorney advised the 
board that there was nothing further 
to present and that Hillstrom declined 
to appear before the board again. The 
only representation in the conviet's 
behalf was a short telegram from the 
Swedish Minister requesting commu- 
tation of sentence, not by reason of 
any new thing in relation to the case, 
but, as he expressed it, ‘for the sake of 
humanity and comity usually prac- 
ticed between friendly nations.’ Be- 
cfhuse of the absence of any showing 
the board terminated the respite and 
again denied commutation.

“Your interference in the case may 
have elevated it to an undue import- 
ance and the receipt of thousands of 
threatening letters demanding the re- 
lease of Hilistrom, regardless of his 
guilt or imnocence, may attach a 
peculiar importance to it, but the case 
is important in Utah only as establish- 
ing, after a fair and tmpartial trial, 
the guilt of one of the perpetrators of 
one of the most atrocious murders 
ever committed in this State. It is 
also important by reason of the fact 
that this case has had more careful 
and painstaking consideration at the 
hands of the proper officials of Utah 
than any other like cage in the history 
of the State. 

“As to your suggestion that justice 
requires further consideration of the 
case, I earnestly submit that the im- 
putation contained not only th your 
message to me, but also in your mes- 
sage to the president of the Amer- 
Federation of Labor. that this 
not had justice in the 
courts of this State is not justified. 
Three groups of attorneys have rep- 
resented Hilistrom in the proceedings 


before the District Court, the Su- 
2 Court and the Board of Par- 
ons. 


“The first group was employed by 
Hillstrom to conduct his defense. The 
second group was engaged during the 
progress of the trial, participated in 
the defense, represented him before 
the Supreme Court and before the 
Board of Pardons. The third group, I 
am informed, was employed in Hill- 
strom’s behalf by the Swedish Minis- 
ter. No fair-minded person  ac- 
quainted with the record has any 
doubt of Hillistrom’s guilt. The 
Board of Pardons with most paine- 
taking care has investigated every 
rumor, every suggestion and every 
clew that might tend to establish the 
innocence of this man and has most 
earnestly pleaded with him to shed 
any light on his movements and 
whereabouts on the night of the 
homicide. During every day of the 
twenty-three months since he was 
charged with the crime the board has 
stood and even now stands ready. to 
make further investigation and give 
due consideration to any tangible fact 
or circumstance that would tend to 
establish Hillstrpm’s innocence. It is 
a significant fact that those only are 
appealed to who have no knowledge 
of the facts and those only demand 
clemency who are either prejudiced 
in Hillstrom’s favor or who demand 
his release regardless of his guilt. 

“I am fully convinced that your re- 
quest must be based on a misconcep- 
tion of the facts or that there is some 
reason of an international nature that 
you have not disclosed. , 

“With a full knowledge of all the 
facts and circumstances submitted, I 
feel that a further postponement at 
this time would be unwarranted in- 
terference with the course of justice. 
Mindful of the obligations of my oath 
of office to see that the laws are en- 
forced, I can not and will not lend 
myself or my office to such interfer- 
ence.

HUGHES’S WISH. 


LINCOLN (Neb.) Nov. 18.— The 
placing of the name of Associate Jus- 
tice Hughes on the ballot at the com- 
ing Presidential primaries as a can- 
didate for the nomination of Presi- 
dent will rest with the decision of 
Secretary of State Pool. Secretary 
Pool in a message to Justice Hughes’s 
secretary today stated that “this de- 


partment reserves the right to make 
such ruling, in the judgment of the 
Secretary of State, as appears to be 
within his province, but the personal 
wishes of Justice Hughes will receive 
most careful consideration.” 

The Nebraska law provides that the 
name of a candidate shall appear on 
the ballots upon the filing of his name 
in a petition signed by twenty-five 
supporters. The acceptance of the 
candidate is not necessary. A peti- 
tion for Justice Hughes has been filed.

REQUEST OF HUGHES. 
(BY A. P. DAY WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—~Associate 
Justice Hughes today nottfied the Sec- 
retary of State of Nebraska he would 
not be a candidate at the coming 
Presidential primary election and re- 
qu that his name be not placed 
upon the ballot 

The formal declination of Justice 
Hughes to which he took oath before 
a notary and which was telegraphed 
to the Secretary of State at Lincoln, 
was as follows: 

“A petition having been filed with 
you on November 18, 1915, requesting 
that my name be on the official 
primary ballot of the Republican pri- 
mary for the primary election to ne 
held in Nebraska on April 18, 1916, 
as candidate for the office of Presi- 
dent of the United States, I hereby 
notify you that I decline the nomina- 
tion made by this petition or similar 
petitions and request that my name 
shall not be placed upon the ballot for 
any such primary election.” 

There are differences of opinion in 
political circles here as to the tech- 
nica) effect of the declination. The 
Attorney-General of Nebraska has 
been quoted as saying Justice Hughes 
could not withdraw his name from the 
primary ticket. On the other hand. 
Nebraskans in Washington contend 
there ts no question as to his right 
to withdraw. The difference arises 
over the point of whether the deciina- 
tien privilege incorporated in the pri- 
mary election law of Nebraska applies 
to the Presidential preference pri- 


mary. 

It is not believed that the courts 
will be asked to review the interpreta- 
tion of the local law. 

The nominating petition stated that 
Justice Hughes's name was filed ab- 
solutely without his knowledge, and 
that while the petitioners were aware 
he was opposed to any consideration 
of his name as a candidate, they were 
convinced “that the emergency de- 
mands a resort to conscription.”
